Females who are 20 to 24 years 
of age are at the greatest risk for 
intimate partner violence, according 
to the National Center for Victims 
of Crime. 

One in every four of these women 
will experience domestic violence in 
their lifetime. However, the members 
of the UNO Voices Against Violence 

Task Force, in partnership with the 
Omaha YWCA, have teamed up to 
educate the campus on the prevention — 
of this matter. 

Binge drinking — which is 
correlated with intimate partner 
violence - has also become an issue 
that each organization is working to 
educate students on. | 

Both organizations, with the help 

_of Maverick Solutions - the UNO 
‘student-run public relations firm — 
will host a back-to-school barbecue 
on Sept. 10, from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m. 

_at Maverick Village. ‘The. event will 
feature an outdoor viewing of thé 
romantic comedy “Waitress.” Free 
hot ‘dogs, soda and pie will also be 
served to carry out theme of the 
film. 

“Waitress,” directed by Adrienne 
Shelly, hones in on the unhappy 
marriage of Jenna, a waitress who is 
trying to escape from her controlling 
and abusive husband. Jenna — played — 
by "Felicity" star Keri Russell — bakes 
pies, which are named after the 
unfortunate happenings in her life. 
Jenna attempts to enter a pie-baking 
contest, which offers a $25,000 grand 
prize, so she can earn enough money 
to leave her husband. 

Jill Sauser, Maverick Solutions 
co-director and event coordinator, 
said the film was chosen because it’s 
an example of how a problematic 
relationship can into 
physical abuse. | 

“We chose the film “Waitress” 
because it demonstrates how quickly 
emotional abuse can quickly turn into 
physical violence,” Sauser said. “It is 
also a clear example of how crucial 
a role friends and family play in 
providing the victim with the courage 
to escape an abusive relationship.” 

Sauser said students need to 
understand that not all violence is 
physical in nature. 

“Emotional abuse and mental 
abuse are forms of intimate partner 
violence, as well,” she said. “Often, 
these can cause even more long-term 
damage.” 

A YWCA staff member will 
moderate a brief discussion regarding 
intimate partner violence after the 
film. A drawing for a free iPod and 
other prizes will also conclude the 
event.

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Sen. Ted Kennedy dies at 77

Massachusetts Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy, the "Lion of the Senate" and 
the last remaining son of the prominent 
Democratic political family, passed away 
Tuesday night at his home in Hyannis Port, 
Mass., after a year-long battle with brain 
cancer. He was 77. 

A Government concentrator and 
Winthrop House resident in his undergrad 
years, Kennedy was elected to serve in the 
U.S, Senate in 1962. He was senate majority 
whip from 1969 to 1971. Kennedy had 


been re-elected seven times, making him 


_ the second-longest serving member of the

Senate at the time of his death. 

After a seizure in May 2008, he was 
diagnosed with a malignant glioma, a type 
of brain tumor that can carry a bleak 
prognosis. He underwent cancer treatment 
over the course of the year. 

In the Senate, Kennedy carved out a 
reputation as a leader on social policy issues, 
championing reforms in areas such as health 
care, education and immigration, as well 
as leading multiple committees, including, 
most recently, the Senate Gommittee on 
Health, Education, Labor and Pensions. _ 

During the 1990s, Kennedy pushed to 
increase the minimum wage and to pass the 
State Children's Health Insurance Program, 
which greatly expanded health imsurance 
_ coverage for children. Though 

he was one of the dominant 
liberal figures in the Senate, 
Kennedy was also known 
for his efforts to reach across 
party lines to pass legislation 
such as his alliance with 
former President George W. 
_ Bush on the No Child Left 
Behind legislation. 
Throughout

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All of the children are orphans whose 
parents died of AIDS. Uganda has been 
absolutely devastated by AIDS since the 
mid-‘80s. The so-called ABC approach to 
preventing AIDS — abstinence, be faithful, 
use condoms — has been used publicly since 
1987. ; . 

The prevalence of public education 
available to the citizens caused a brief 
decline in the number of HIV-infected 
people in the early ‘90s, but numbers are 
still high. 

Anestimated 940,000 people in Uganda 
live-with HIV and 1.2 million children have 


been orphaned due to AIDS. Ugandan ~ 


orphans have lost parents more frequently 


to AIDS than any other cause, according to 
the AVERTing HIV and AIDS Web site. 
Many orphaned children must take 


on the responsibilities of their deceased 
“parents, such as taking care of younger 


siblings, doing housework and bringing in 
money. This often results in poor academic 
performance, and sometimes the children 
are forced to drop out of school altogether. 


The AIDS Orphan Education Trust 


is an “independent, indigenous, non- 
governmental organization with the prime 


mandate of providing an education — 


formal and/or vocational — to desperately 


poor, neglected and forgotten orphans whose 
parents have died of AIDS,” aa to 
the AOET Web site. 

The founder, Sam ‘Tushabe, was an 
orphan himself from age 6. He worked his 
way up in school, paying his own fees all the 
way through college, Milliken said. His goal 
was to make sure no child would ever suffer

as he had. . 

AOET runs a primary school with 480. 
students, as well as a high school with 49 
students. 

“We support children with direct school 
sponsorship and school. supplies,” ‘cited the 
AOET Web site. “We deliberately have65 
percent as girl children on the sponsorship. 
This reduces early marriages and levels of 
prostitution among the girl child{ren].” 

AOET also has feeding programs, 
empowerment groups and a 
children’s village with 13 homes, which 
houses 83 children. — 

“The thing about Uganda is, it’s not 
” said 


Kelsea Kult, a secondary education major 
at UNO who has done mission work in 
Uganda. “It’s just one rebel leader taking 


hundreds and thousands of lives. Thirty 
thousand children have been abducted -in 
23 years, which is ridiculous.” 

‘Two rebel groups —the Lord’s Resistance 
Army and the Allied Democratic Forces — 
have terrorized Uganda since the early ‘80s, 
according to the Global Security Web site. 

“A lot of AIDS gets spread that way,” 
Kult said. “The rebels purposely infect 
women and young, 13-year-old children.” 

However, Kult did see promise for 
betterment of Uganda’s state in the future. 

“We went up into the hostile area 
and helped build schools and do. farm 
work,” she said. “We tried to re-establish 
the communities and give them hope. But 
they’re the ones who gave us hope, because 
the people there are so full of joy.”

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Teaching naked focuses on participation 


time,” 


rather than PowerPoints

The addition of computers to 
the classroom has led to some big 


changes in education, but some college — 


administrators are asking professors to 
ease back on using this technology and 
try teaching naked. . 

‘In this case, teaching naked 
means relying less on_ traditional 
education technology like PowerPoint 


presentations and placing more focus 


- on using class time more for interacting 
with students and course material. 
The name and concept come from 


a paper written by José Bowen, dean ~ 


of the Meadows School of the Arts 
~at Southern Methodist University in 
Texas. In the paper, Bowen encourages 
professors to use new ‘technology 
like podcasts and online videos to 
present students with course material 
outside of class and focus class time on 
expanding on and working with the 
information they learn on their own. 

The concept of teaching naked 
is more than just an idea, though, 


and the Meadows School has already - 


begun implementing some of Bowen's 
ideas. Last summer, most computers 
and equipment like DVD players were 
removed from classrooms and replaced 
with eNooks, where professors can 
hook up laptops to projectors and 
sound systems in the classroom to 
show material. 


teaching naked, each professor at the 
Meadows school was given a laptop 
to create material for students to use 
outside class, said Martin Sweidel, 
associate dean of the Meadows School. 


While the switch to a new style of: 


classroom and teaching took some 
adjusting, Sweidel said for the most 
part professors have embraced the 
changeover. ¢ 

"There weren't many complaints, 
and even when there were, people were 
quick to say 'Yeah this works, Tt do 
that," Sweidel said. 

While switching out technology 
is part of the teaching naked concept, 
it’ also requires changes in the way 
professors use class time. Rather than 
using new teaching tools to deliver the 
same lectures during classes, Sweidel 
said professors should spend class 
time on discussions and activities that 
require students to use the material 
they've been studying in out-of-class 
reading and assignments. 

"The technology helps to move 
the concept forward, but you can 
still make the same mistakes. of doing 
boring presentations," Sweidel said. 

Having students focus on reading 
or listening to lecture material outside 
class through online articles, podcasts or 
videos is ultimately beneficial, Sweidel 


said, because it allows professors to 


spend class time answering questions 


or expanding on key ideas rather than 


just explaining them. 


"With this, you can add or build. 


on or do something with the material 
now in class time and help them own 


: up there talking for an entire hour, it's

Students seem to agree. A study 
published in the British Journal of 
Education in April found 59 percent 
of students surveyed thought in class, 
PowerPoint-heavy lectures were 
boring. a 

Nick Harnoski, a sophomore 
business administration major at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln, said 
he thought having professors lecture 
for the entire class did get boring 
after awhile and made it hard to stay 
focused. 

"When it's just someone standing 


pretty easy to tune out," he said. 

Group discussions or activities are - 
a better use of class time, Harnoski 
said, because they allow students to be © 
more active and engaged in learning 
the material. 

"At least then you're actually 
talking or doing something," he said. 

Bowen's teaching naked paper 
and other coverage of the idea has 
been receiving a lot of attention lately, 
Sweidel said, and could be gaining 
ground in the academic community. 
Teaching naked is ultimately about 
improving students’ ability to learn, he 
said, so it makes sense educators are

“Edward Moore Kennedy was born 
February 22, 1932 in Boston, Massachusetts, 
the youngest of Joseph and Rose Kennedy's 
nine children. Kennedy began his tenure 
at the College in the fall of 1950 after 
attending Milton Academy. 

. At the end of his freshman year, 
Kennedy was suspended after having 
another student take a Spanish exam in his 
place. He spent the next two years serving 
_in the U.S. Army as a military policeman in 
Paris ee re- econrenne at Harvard in the 

fall of 1953. . 
Upon returning to campus, the 
Winthrop. House resident joined the all- 
male final chub, the Owl, an association he 


would disown in 2006 after drawing flack 


for condemning Supreme Court nominee 
Samuel -A. Alito, Jr. for his one-time 
membership in the Concerned Alumni of 
Princeton, an organization that had taken a 
public stance against affirmative action and 
co- education at Princeton.

The senator 
pled guilty to leaving the scene of 
an accident, but remained in office 
and was reelected in 1970.

Methodist. employees will benefit, as well, by being ~ 
able to attend all UNO Women’s Athletic events for 
free by presenting their employee IDs. The dual logo of 
Methodist Health System and UNO Women’s Athletics 
will be present on all sports paraphernalia, such as 
posters, towels, programs and chair backs.

For those faithful watchers 
of trashy reality TV shows, the 
regular newscasts over the past two 
weeks have seemed like a condensed 
version of a VH1 show, just without 
the outlandish buffoonery and 
temporary fairy tale ending. 

On ‘Aug. 15, 
Jasmine Fiore, 28, was. discovered 
in a dumpster behind an apartment 


ha ‘suitcase in ‘a’ Buena. Park’ 


dumpster, was missing her fingers and teeth. Jenkins may 
have fled by boat and on foot into Canada, his native 
country. Fiore’s body was identified by the serial numbers 
on her breast implants. 

' With each detail, news coverage spread beyond that 
which most any other murder receives. And so too with the 
- discovery of Jenkins’ body on Sunday, which made instant 


headlines on the Web sites of both traditional news sources. 


like the Register and gossip sites such as TMZ.com. 

Earlier today, CTV, a Canadian television network, 
also reported Jenkins’ father, Dan Jenkins, would not say 
whether he has had contact with his son. Dan Jenkins 
added his lawyers encouraged him not to comment on his 
fugitive son, CT'V reported. 

The Orange County District Attorney’s office had 
filed felony murder charges against Jenkins and issued a 
$10 million warrant for his arrest. The Canadian police 
had also issued a warrant for Jenkins.

A man collecting recyclable 
cans discovered Fiore days later. Her 
teeth and fingers had been removed 
in a way that police believe was meant 
to conceal her identity. It was later 


confirmed that the mutilated body 


was indeed Fiore. The serial numbers 


on her breast implants helped in 


identifying the missing woman. 

But Fiore’s husband, Ryan 
Alexander Jenkins, 32, was 
conveniently nowhere to be found. 
Police immediately issued an 
arrest warrant for the real estate 
entrepreneur and millionaire after 
they believed he fled to his native 
Canada. 

Jenkins was one of 17 bachelors 
vying for the 


show “Megan Wants a Millionaire,” 
which kicked off on Aug. 2. He also 
competed with other VHI reality 
show contestants on “I Love Money 
3,” which the network was planning 
to air in 2010. 

In the episode 
of “Megan Wants a Millionaire,” 
Jenkins, also known as the “Smooth 
Operator,” had just taken Megan 
out for a one-on-one date, picking 
her up in an Aston Martin luxury 
sports car and taking her to dinner 
at an upscale French restaurant after 
winning a challenge. 

It was later announced that 
Jenkins did not come out a winner, 
but instead was the runner-up on

Shortly after 


production wrapped, Jenkins met 


Fiore at a Las Vegas casino. The pair 
married just two days later. 
After the announcement of Fiore’s 


death, VHI1 released a statement 


on Aug. 22 saying “Megan Wants a 
Millionaire” would be cancelled from 
the network’s line-up out of respect 
for the victim and her family while 
the manhunt for Jenkins was still in 
progress. ; 
But the massive search for Jenkins 
came to a screeching halt on Aug. 24 
when authorities found Jenkins dead 
from an apparent suicide inside the 


‘Thunderbird Motel in Hope, British 


Columbia. The millionaire fugitive 
was hanging from a clothes rack with 
a belt around his neck. The next day, 
VHI1 announced it would pull “I Love 
Money 3” from ever airing. 

It’s certainly a tragic situation no 
one, including VH1 execs, expected. 
But what is evident is that the ball was 
definitely dropped. 

The production company 51 
Minds, who licensed the show to VH 1, 
stated that they did perform a criminal 
background check on Jenkins, as well 
as the rest of the “Megan Wants a 
Millionaire” contestants. However, the 
check failed to bring up Jenkins’ 2007 
assault charge from Canada. 

Jenkins also had a criminal 
background in the states. According 
to court records, he was charged in 


Jasmine Fiore 


June 2009 with a misdemeanor count 
of “battery constituting domestic 
violence,” stating that Jenkins hit Fiore 
in the arm while in Clark County, 
Nevada. 

But with violent smudges on 
Jenkins’ record, why was he still 
allowed to compete on these reality 
shows? The misdemeanor battery 
charge occurred after “Megan Wants 
a Millionaire” was already in post- 
production, but before “I Love Money 
3” starting filming. Just one count of 
violent behavior should’ve been enough 
to keep Jenkins from entering one of 


. the competitions, let alone two. 


I understand that most 
comprehensive background checks 
can be expensive. However, with the 
success of past shows like “Flavor of 
Love” with Flavor Flav and “Rock of 
Love” with Bret Michaels earning the 


network big-time ratings and lots of 


moolah, why wasn’t the safety of their 
competitors their biggest concern? 

It seems like 51 Minds put a lot of 
trust in these contestants to be honest 
and upfront with them during its 
screening process and now its paying 
the price. If the information about 
Jenkins’ sketchy past was uncovered 
shortly after Fiore’s body was found, it 
doesn’t appear that this info was that 
difficult to discover. Why did it take a 
murder to shed light on Jenkins? 

And yet, throughout this media

haven’t yet introduced your console to 
_the joys of the Internet, now probably 
is the time to fix that, because “NCAA 
Football 10’s” two most prominent new 
features require it. . 
“10” marks the return of the-too- 
long-lost ability to create a custom- 
designed school for use in exhibition 
play as well in the game’s offline/online 
dynasty modes. But in a surprising 
move that’s bound to burn some, the 
tools for doing so are available on 
a Web site teambuilder.easports.com 
instead of inside the actual game. 

_ The decision to go this route makes 
more sense than it doesn’t. The Web tool 
- and, particularly, the portion where 
you can edit every single player’s name 
and attributes - works exponentially more 

~ efficiently with a mouse and keyboard than 
it ever possibly could be with a controller. 


Being able to turn any image file into.a truly 


personalized team logo with a few mouse 
clicks is a pretty nice touch as well. 

Still, there’s no reason EA shouldn’t - in 
next year’s game, anyway - provide at least a 
bare-bones in-game tool for those who lack 
the means to take advantage of what turns 
out to be “10’s” best new feature. 

But "10's" other nifty addition, the game 
“Season Showdown,” couldn't exist any 
other way. Once you enable “Showdown” 

-by picking your favorite school to represent, 
“10” keeps a continual tally of your game-

| Saturday at Sapp Fieldhouse. Nine teams will be participating in 18 matches... 
| over the opening weekend on two different courts. 

The Mavs kick off the event against Tarleton State on Friday with the match 
| beginning at 10 a.m. They will also host the day’s final match against Abilene 
Christian with a start time of 7 p.m. 

Saturday’s contests include a match against Dallas Baptist at 11:45 a.m. 
| and an evening game with North Alabama beginning at 6:30 p.m. 


Three New Opponents to Play UNO 
Among the four teams the Mavs are scheduled to play in the UNO Volleyball 
| Showcase, three of them have never faced UNO before. Tarleton State, Abilene 
| Christian and Dallas Baptist will be traveling to Sapp Fieldhouse for the first time. 
North Alabama has played the Mavs twice, with each team winning once. 
The other teams in the tournament that are not scheduled to play UNO are 
Emporia State and Draman from ie MIAA, Eastern New Mexico and Minnesota 
State.

Volleyball Head Coach Rose Shires enters the 2009 season only 13 wins away 
from reaching 400 for her career. Her career record is 387-215 and every game has 
been with UNO. Shires is already number one in total wins at UNO and second with 
a .643 winning percentage. 
Shires led UNO to a national championship in 1996 and has three conference 
|. titles and 10 trips to the NCAA Il Tournament.
